“In proof of the effect upon the English 
mind, to which we have alluded, we call atten- 
tion to the wholly new proposal which the Lon- 
don Times now calls upon the British Ministry 
to make to our Government. That great journal 
is—with all its enormous sins against Ameri- 
ca—a shrewd observer of the pulse of the Eng- 
lish Government and People; and if it have ob- 
served aright in this instance—if the British 
people will sustain the British Government now, 
in coming forward to us with the proposition 
alluded to, to-wit: fhe same proposition which 
Mr. Adams made to the British Gavernment, and 
which that Government then most wrongfully and 
unwisely rej ected—if, we say, the British Cabi- 
net shall now come forward to renew the nego- 
tiation with usin a spirit of farther compro- 
mise on that proposal—if the farther accessions 
on the part of Great Britain, which the rights 
and interests of the United States might re- 
quire in the premises, shall then be treated by 
Great Britain in the spirit of justice which the 
adoption on her part of that preliminary propo- 
sition may be supposed to indicate in parf— 
then we say—certainly not that the question 
could be xt o.ce settled; for in the present new 
attitude of tiie question negotiation even on 
that proposition would yet have great deal to 
accomplish—many just rights of ours still to 
secure, maijy great and sacred interests of ours 
yet to protect—but this we will say, that such 
a proposal as that on the part of the British 
Governinent, made in the manner and carried 
out in the spirit which we have indicated, 
would make every friend of just and honorable 
peace, both in this country and in England, 
and throughout the world, ‘breathe freer and 
deeper’ with a good hope for civilization, for 
free institutions, and fur mankind. It would 
not then be unreasonable to hope that on such 
a proposal, eo wade and ga parripd aut to the 
more ample recognition of our just claims, 
farther negotiation might yet build a peaceful 
monument to the enlightened moderation and 
justice of two great nations. We say this, of 
course, in view of the fact that the navigation 
of the Colymbia, by Great Britain, through five 
hundred miles of American territory, could, in 
the present state of the question, be hardly 
urged with seriousness by the British Govern- 
ment.” 

Now, how is such conduct to be interpreted? 
The Union and other prints.of the same stamp 
simply played the demagogue. Western votes 
were wanted, and it was desirable to get up a 
war cry for the sake of manufacturing reputa- 
tion for Mr. Polk. They never for « moment 
dreamed of enforcing their extreme claims— 
and when some of their opponents concluded to 
jump in judgment with them, and at the same 
time laid bare the whole budget of consequen- 
ees to result from this war policy, these dema- 
gogues foynd that the club they were wielding 
might endanger their own brains.

against nature and the laws of GOD and man 


is carried, in spite of the vigilance and power 
of old England, who is never without a large 
number of armed vessels on the African coast, 
placed there expressly to suppress the trade.” 

We rejoice at this outbreak of generous in- 
dignation ina slave State against the slave- 
trade on the coast of Airica. But, will this 
respectable editor attend to a few considera- 
tions. Nearly all the negroes seized on the 
African coust are slaves before their seizure‘ 
under the usages or laws of their country. 
The slave-trade then does not alter their con- 
dition, but simply changes their locality. 
From being slaves in Africa they become 
slaves in America or the West Indies—their 
condition continues the samé. 

Will the Bardstown Whig be good enough to 
tell us th what single respect the African slave- 


ktrade differs from the domestic slave-trade car- 


ried on in this country? ‘Thousands of the 
slaves of Virginia and Maryland and Kentucky 
are sold to the Southern plantations every 
year, and now the statesmen of Kentucky are 
calculating upon ‘Texas asa great market for 
their human property. . 

The Afriean slave is simply transferred from 
Africa to an equally sev@re bondage in Cuba or 
Brazil. The American ‘slave ia transferred 
from the northern States to a. worse 
bondage in Louisiana, or Texas. Considering 
the superiority of the Anierisan slave to the 
African slave, in intelligence and sensibility, 
the domestic slave-trade is far more cruel than 
the foreign. Jf the latter be justly treated as 
Piracy, how ought the former to be treated?

Human Responsibilities, 

The Cincinnati Chronjele noticing Torrey’s 
Book, entitled Home, says— 

“The Rey, Charles T. Torrey is that clergy- 
man who was convicted by a Conrt in Mary- 
land, for having aided a slave to escape, and for 
such offence condemned to prison. We do not 
condemn the laws, which, when property in hu- 
man beings is once adnitied ag a priyeiple of 
Society, are enagted to defend that property.—- 
Nor do we censure the Courts who carry out 
these laws. The first is an inevitable conse- 
quence of the principle, and the last is the du- 
ty of all Courts, who are but the simple admin- 
istrators of the law. We can easily believe, 
therefore, that according to the present condi- 
tion of Society, Mr. Torrey was fairly tried and 
fairly condemned. But that is not the ques- 
tion to onc, who examines society with refer- 
ence to what it ought to be, and submits its con- 
duct and jnstitutions to the simple standard of 
TRUTH, a8 propounded by the Gospel 4G the 
hearts of men. Whatis the nature, the moral 
nature of that system whose results are persccu- 
tion and imprisonment for acts of mercy? The 
Gospel has furnished an apt reply: ‘Ye shall 
know them by their fruits,’” 

We give this large extract, not because it is 
essential to our purposes, but lest we should da 
injustice to the Chronicle, by representing it as 
the friendof Slavery, The part of it, however, 
to which we would direct a{tention is the fo]- 
lowing:—“We do not condemn the laws which, 
when property in human heings is once admitted 
as a principle of Society, are enacted to defend 
Nor do we censure the Courts 
who carry out these Jaws, The first is an in- 
evitable consequence of the Pringiple, and the 
last is the duty of all Courts, who are but the 
simple administrators of the laws,” 

“Things bad begun make strong themselves 
by ill;” but we do not sce how because the be- 
ginning is bad, the consequence is excusable, or 
not to be condemned. Jyyingjs often absolute- 
ly neccssary to conceal theft—in other words, 
the “inevitable consequence” of that act. Is it 
therefore in such cages, exempt fram gande jny- 
tion? It would bea rare illustration of Justice, 
if the Almighty should refuse to condemn the 


that property. 


fraud, the forgery, the hypocrisy, rendered in- 
evitable by the base alienation of the property 
of a ward, by his guardian! The same uncrring 
standard of rectitude by which tho aetions of 
Individuals must be tested, is the standard of 
the acts of Society. So tar as Morals is con- 
cerned, there is but one Law for the Man, and 
the State. 
in its institutions the principle of robbery, and 
murderous laws then become necesgayy tp 
maintain it, these laws can find no apology in 
the Prineiple—they are just as much to be con- 
demned as the Principle. The State ordains 
that there shall be but one form of Religion, 
one Church, Within its limits, thus usurping au- 
thority over the conscience, ‘This Principle is 
admitted, just as Property in man is admijted 
asa principle in the social system of the South. 
But, to make it effectual, there must be Jaws to 
compel conformity, with penalties perhaps 
reaching to the property, the liberty or life of 
the people. Would the editor of the Chronicle 
say, “we do not condemn these laws, because 


If the State choose to incorporate 


they are the inevitable consequence of a wrong 
principje?" 

It isthe Law of the Mcral Government of 
God, that Good begets Good; Evil, Evil; and it 
1s another Law, that he who, in order to main- 
tain himself in the cominission of one wrong, 
finds it necessary {to commif many other 
wrongs, is equally respangjble fay al}, and degp- 
ens his guilt by every act of wrong-doing, con- 
sequent upon the first act. How then can our 
cotemporary say, “We do not condemn the 
laws which, when property in man is once ad- 
mitted as a principle of Society, are enacted to 
defend that property”? ’ 

But, he goes further. “Nor do we consure 
the Courts who carry out these Laws”! 

[t is a common arsumption among politicians, 
and lawyers, that when Society, through itsau- 
thorized organs, has signified ifs will, it is the 
duty of all Executive Officers, of all adminis- 
trators of the Law, and of the citizens, te carry 
it into effect, without regurd ta ita maral char- 
acter. If if be wrong, the asaumption js, that 
the Society alone js respansible—the President, 
the Judge, the Citizon must act, no matter 
though the thing required be inherently wrong. 
Against this theory of social ethics we enter 
our solemn protest. It is practical atheism, 
for it claims for Society, which is but ay avsa- 
cjation of carrypt men, the authority which 
belongs to God alone, It denies His absolute 
and universal supremacy, and sets up a Usurper 
in His place. 

The right to judge for himself, no man can 
alienate; and responsibility to the Creator for 
all his acts, no man can rid himself of. The 
Legislature commits a crime, when it enacts a 
cruel, an oppress}ve, or-anjust law; the Judge 
commits a crime, When he administers it, and 
the Executive commits a crime when he exe- 
cutes it, for were it not for administration and 
execution, it would remaina dead lejter. And 
the citizen commits a ¢rime who becomes act- 
ive in giving it effect, or fuils to use all his 
civil power to procure its repeal. 

These several responsibilities result from 
the fact, that Man is Man, whatever office he 
may sustain, and God is God, the Supreme 
Governor, always holding Man to a paramount 
allegiance, no matter what may be the demands 
of Sogiety, or Circumstances. 

From time to time, Society in ancient Rome, 
as represented in the person of an Empcror, 
passed edicts against the Christians, requiring 
them toabjure their faith and worship idols. 
The principle of Idolatry was incorporated in 
the State, and these edicts were deemed neces- 
sary to maintain it—in other words, were the 
inevitable consequence of it. But, these edicts 
were administered by the mihieterial officers, 





who were just as much bound to obedience, as 
our own Courts. Were they guilty or not? 
Were they aiders and abetters of persecution 
or not? Were they censurable or not! 

The Courts are bound to administer the 
laws—but always under their paramount re- 
sponsibilities to the Supreme Ruler. If there 
is a law to confiscate a man’s property for 
worshipping God according to the dictates of 
his own conscience, and the Judge administers 
it, he obeys Society, but disobeys “God: he isa 
violator of the rights of Conscience, just as 
much as if he had made the law. If there isa 
law to deprive widows and orphans of their 
property for the bencfit of the State, the Judge 
who administers it is guilty of robbing the 
widow and fatherless. If there is, a law to 
punish a man with imprisonment for twenty- 
one years in the penitentiary for aiding a fel- 
low being, guiltless of crime, to escape peacea- 
bly from bondage, the Judge who administers 
that law is guilty of cruelty and of warfare on 
the rights of Humanity.

O<°TLe following article is from the pen of 

a gentleman who understands his subject: 
The Policy of the True Democracy. 

Tt seems to me very evident that a party, 
which asks to be entrustcd with political pow- 
er by the people, ought ta be prepared to say 
what it will do with that political power When 
obtained. Its general pobiey otight to be marked 
out, at least so fur, as to enable the people to 
determine whither jt tends. It is not needful 
to declare particular views of details: because 
details must always be left to the determina- 
tion of clyeymnsiances, to be adjusted in ac- 
cordance with the principles of equity and dis- 
cretion applied tothe exigencies of the matter 
in hand. What is wanted of eyery political 
party, and of every candidate for office, is an 
explicit declaration of general views in regard 
to subjects of general concerument. ‘Thus in 
relation to the great und absorbing question of 
Slavery, it is right to ascertain the general 
views of parties and politicians. What line of 
action will they adopt, if in power? Will their 
political influence be exeried to limit, localize, 
restrict, discourage, destroy Slavery? Or, the 
reverse? Is the party I am asked to support, 
ina word, an Anti-Slavery or Pro-Slavery par- 
ty? In order to satisfy myself on this head, 1 
look not to the action of individual members, 
or of small sections, here or there. I want to 
hear what the party has done where and when 
it has had the power? What ground it has ta- 
ken in its State and National Conventions? If 
] find that the party has holdly prafessed un- 
compromising hostility to Slavery in its local 
and general assemblages, in every part of the 
pountry; that it has acted, co far as it had op- 
portunity in agcordance with this profession, ] 
am satisfied that it is an Anti-Slavery party; if 
not, not, 

So of the question of the Currency. This is 
also a subject of deep concern: not, in my judg- 
ment, of so deep congern as the question of 
Slavery, but nevertheless, so important and so 
urgent, that a party which seeks to obtain the 
political power of the country ought to declare 
its policy in relation to it. Now is there not a 
line of policy which natyrally resulis from the 
pring}pleg of true Democracy, professed by Lib- 
erty men, who call themselves and are the true 
Democratic party of the country?) The Whig 
pleads for a syatem of Uorporate Banking, 
clothed with special privileges, fortitied by spe- 
cial immunities, and tending always to the es- 
tablishinent of « Money Power in its worst 
form. The Locofoco contends for the destruc- 
tion of all banks, and the annihilation of all 
paper currency whether convertible into specie 
or not, Is not the true course a medium be- 
twixt these two? 
commend, and true principle demand, that the 
business of banking shall be put on the same 
footing with all other business? that the banker 
shall have yo more privileges than the mer- 
chant, the manufacturer, the farmer? that ex- 
isting banks shall rigidly be compelled to fulfil 
the object of their creation by supplying a 
sound currency of gold and silver or their own 
notes always convertible into gold and silver 
on demand; «nd be prohibited from paying out 
and forging into girgulaiion, for theiy own con- 
venience and profit, the notes of other and 
sometiines distant corporations; that every 
man shall be permitted to bank, who will secure 
to the public, beyond all possibility of failure, 
the prompt redemption, at all times, of his 
notes, in coin? that no person ar corporation 
shall he permitted to bank without giving this 
security? This it seems to me is the proper 
ground for a party claiming to be the Trne De- 
mocracy to occupy: u ground which allows the 
utmost limits to the enterprise of individuals 
compatible with the safety of the community.

Mr. Baker of }linais claimed the whole of 
Oregon up to 5440, and advocated the claim 
with great earnestness, 

The floor was then given to Mr, Hoge of IIL, 
who was but one of a score of members who 
struggled to obtain it. The Committee rose, 
and without further business the Hause ad- 
journed.

He said that in that 
part of the country it was usual to sefgle quar- 
rels in the following manner: Rot, parties Were 
sliut up in a garret with ihe doors lo¢ked. Af 
ter being shut up half ay hour, the man who 


could jump out of the window in possession of 


the nose, eyes, chin’ und ears of the other, was 
declared the victor. Now le was sure that his 
‘constituents would be willing tosettle the Ore- 

on difficyltjes with the British in that mode. 
Speaking of South Carolina, he said if that 
State was discontented, the north-west would 
give her a passport jo leave the Union. His 

umorous illustyations kept the committee in 
a state of the most uproyious laughter. 

By. general consent, the bill was then.for the 
present laid aside, and the.committee took ap 
the Senate bill, providing for the 
of post rowtes iv Texas. eee 

Mr. Culver unexpectedly got the fear, and 
amidst repeated interruptions went into the 
merits of the Texasannexation question. He 
declared that the att of annexation was uncon- 
stitutional, and expressed his conviction that 
the Supreme Court would decide it so, 

After disposing of this branch of the subject, 
he got into the Oregon question, and assailed 
the conduct of the President in offering to give 
up all beyond the 49th degree. ANuding to the 
Baltimore Convention and the “Executive,” as 
he termed it, of Mr. Van Baren, he said that 
the latter gentleman might well have turned to 
his Democratic friends wha had caused his 
deith, and repoated the lines of Doctor Watts: 

Ye living meyp Come view the ground, 
Where you must shorLly Lie. 

Mr. Mctonnell pase toa a point of order, viz: 
That it waa pot ia order for a gentleman while 
on this subject to pronounce. a funeral oration. 

Mr, Culver went on however, and spoke out 
his hour, He intimated that there is an ander- 
standing between Mr. Polk and Sir Robert Peel, 
that there shall be a conciliatory disposition of 
the matter. . 

Mr. McConne!l pronounced that as particular- 
ly false. , 

My, Culver said a few additional words, when 
Mr. McConnel got the floor in reply, and made 
one of the most pointed and laughable replies | 
ever heard. Many of the members had like to 
have died by excessive fits of laughter. .. 

The committee then rose, andthe Texas mail 
route bill was passed. 

The House then adjourned.

Friend Bailey: The time is approaching 
when the members of the Legislature must 
show their hands.on the delicate question of 
the Black Laws, and from what I can learn 
there is grounds for doubt whether any part of 
these odious laws will be repealed the present 
session. 

The proceedings of the Legislature has with 
very few exceptions, beep confined for a week 
past, to basiness of a local character. The 
different sections «f the State are so diverse in 
their interests, and the dispositions of the peo- 
plese various that there are many laws of a 
local character enacted, The pursuits of the 
inhabitants of “ Porkapolis” and those of 
“Cheesedom,” (Western Reserve) are not very 
similar, hence there are few subjects on which 
the representatives from these respective plaees 
agree. It so happened, however, that the Demo- 
cratic party and some of the Western Reserve 
Whigs concurred in the support of Olds’ bill 
for a gonvention to amend the State Constitu- 
tion, and a majority of the lower branch were 
in favor of the passage of the bill. 

This subject was debated during one day 
the past week. Olds ia the course of the de- 
bate stated (hat ifthe Whigs voted it down it 
would beeome a party question. It was replicd 
by Ball of Muskingum that it had been al- 
ready made a party question by a resolution of 
the 8th of January Convention, Ball also al- 
luded ta the diversity of objects sought by 
different members in’ having the Constitution 
amended.—-aniong ’ others, that’ the Northern 
toembers would contend. lag striking out the 
word “white.” 

I belicve there is hope for the temperance 
cause, The bill new before the House for the 
Suppression of intemperance will doubtless 
pass. Ihave not time to give its details, but 
as it Was re-comimutted it is subject to sundry 
alterations. 

Second day, evening—Since writing the above 
there has been a warm debate upon the bill of 
5. Tipton to teave the question of licenses with 
the peaple of each township. Foust of Fair- 
field moved to postpone the bill indefinitely. J. 
Flinn opposed the bill; it was whipping the de- 
vil around the stump; he’ would have no such 
1alf way measures; if selling liquor was wrong, 
why legislate toregulato it at all. He was in 
favor of ropealing the license law entirely.— 
C. L. Vallandingham asked the gentleman from 
Hamilton whether he would agree to repeal the 
licenso law and prohibit its sale, remarking that 
the gentleman bad clearly put himself in the 
position to leave him no alternative but to take 
the ground of repeal and forbid its sale—he had 
said nothing should be legalized that was 
wrong, and that selling liquor was a wrong, 

Mr. P. Cutler, of Washington, was in favor 
of t © total prohibition of the sale of strong 
drinks, 

S. Mason was in favor of the “let alone” doc- 
trine. He hoped the bill would be indefinitely 
postponed. He thought it would be underval- 
uing the dignity of the Court, and would be the 
most fearful act which could be passed. The 
Court would incur the stigma of a partisan to 
the cold water movement. 

Higgins was decidedly in favor of the motion 
before the House, and opposed to all legislation 
on the subject. 

The question was then taken, and the House 
refused to postpone, yeas 31, nays 32. 

Tho bill was again reeommitted to the se- 
icet committee on the subject, of which Tip- 
ton was chairman, I believe it is the intention 
of that gentloman toamend the bill so as to 
make it the duty of the township clerk to de- 
termine whether a majority of the voters have 
signed the remonstrances or petitions. 

The select committee to whom was recom- 
mitted Senate bill 134, to prohibit the sale of 
spirits within 3 miles of any Furnace in Law- 
rence and other counties, reported the same 
back with amendments. 

C, Reemoelin opposed the bill on the ground 
that it was regulating the pceople’s morals— 
that we had no constitutional power to say 
what a man should cat or drink, or in any oth- 
er manner interforo with the liberty of the 
people. 

Stanley said the people earrying on these Fui- 
waces had asked for this law to protect them 
against those whisky dealers, and none had re- 
monstrated; he asked itas a local measure.

“A most extraordinary act, which took. place 
in the Capitol on one of the last days of last 
week, was brought to light, by mere accident, 
andhas become to-day subject of mach con- 
versation. A paper was drawn up. in the form 
of a memorial of remonstrance, addressed to 
the Presideat of the United States, insisting on 
more palyonage to.the Northwest, in other words,

Deprecat- 
ing war with England on account of ‘its dis- 
grace to civilization, its anti-christian charae- 
ter—and then crying havoc, and let slip the 
dogs of war aguinst feeble, distracted,anarchical 
Mexico, a power that is not in a condition to be 
held fully responsible for its acts! Very un- 
christian to beat that mastiff, but very chris- 
tian to cut the throat of the poor sheep! Out 
upon such dastardly meanness! >

Our friend Snodgrass of the Baltimore Visi- 
ter has fallen into trouble: the bulls of Bashan 
are bellowing against him. If he escape goring 
he will be a happy man. 

Mr. Clagett, the Whigslavcholder from Prince 
George, (the Whig party, we are informed, is 
the great anti-slavery party,) on the 2st ult., 
submitted a series of resolutions looking to the 
suppression of that “incendiary publication,” 
the “Saturday Visiter.” Subsequently the fol- 
lowing substitute was offered by Mr. Bowie, 
and accepted by Mr. Clagett. 

“Resolved by the General Assembly of Mary- 
land, That the Attorney General of the State 
of Maryland, be and he is hereby authorized 
and requested, if in his judgment, J. E. Snod- 
grass, the editor of a newspaper called the Sat- 
urday Evening Visiter, or other editor of any 
newspaper in the State of Maryland, or any 
other person had violated any of the provisions 
of the act of 1835, ch. 325, to call the attention 
of the judicial tribunals of the State to the sub- 
Ject, and to institute such proceedings as may 


be necessary toring said offenders to trial and 
punishment.” 


By the help of the previous question, on the 
23rd, the resolution was forced through the 
House and sent to the Senate. 
Dr, Snodgrass immediately forwarded to the 
Legislature a spirited memorial, asking to be 
permitted to appear in vindication of himself, 
Lefore further action was taken, and offering to 
lay before the Senate full files of the Visiter 
since his connection with it. The result of 
this application we do not know. 

In the short debate which took place on the 
passage of the resolution in the House, Mr. 
Clagett pronounced the Visiter, ‘a vile, con- 


> whose “influx 


temptible, incendiary paper,’ 
among the people should be stopped.” 

The high crimes charged against Dr. Snod- 
grass by this said Clagett, were--an article in 
regard to the Randolph slaves, lately liberated— 
an account of the proceedings of a meeting of 
the colored citizens of Baltimore, called to pre- 
sent a gold snuff box to the Rev. Robert Breck- 
enridge for his services in drawing up a remon- 
strance aguinst the action of the famous slave- 
holders’ Convention at Annapolis, in 1841—an 
allusion to the treatment of aslave in the West 
Indies—and other misdemeanors of the same 
grave character. One of his worst offences 
consisted in publishing the speech of C. M. 
Clay delivered in New York, and Mr. Clagett 
was base enough to put in the mouth of Dr. 
Snodgrass certain sentiments concerning the 
useof force, &c., for which Mr. Clay alone was 
responsible. Many other assertions he made 
concerning the Visiter which we know, to be 
utterly false. 

“Such a man;” said Mr. Clagett, “is a dis- 
grace to Maryland, and should not be permit- 
ted to,pursue a course that may consume our 
houses in flames, and lay desolate our peaceful 
homes, by inciting the colored people to insur- 
rection.” 

“Mr. Hook said he felt the force of the objec- 
tionable publications and should be pleased to 
see the man uttering such sentiments in the 
Penitentiary for life, to live on low diet; but it 
was making too much importance of the man. 
It would call hosts of friends to his aid from 


those States now the receptacle of runaway 
slaves.”

Kentucky Legisiation for Ohio, 

We publish on our third page the bill passed 
by the Senate of Kentucky, extending the ju- 
risdiction of that State over the people of the 
State Ohio and of the country generally north- 
west of the Ohio river. The vote stood on its 
The motion to reeon- 
sider for the sake of striking out the 4th section, 
was lost by a tie vote. 

The section of the bill relating to freedom of 
the press was so inodified, as simply to prohibit 
under a heavy penalty such oral communiea- 
tion with slaves, or disseminating directly or 
indirectly among them, such .publications or 
manuscripts, as are calculated to produce in- 
surrection, rebellion or insubordination. 

The fourth scetion of the bill, which the 
Senate refused to strike out, is as follows:— 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacled, That if any 
person shall hereafter BE FOUND, WITHOUT 
‘THE LIMITS OF THISCOMMONWEALTH, 
AND WITHIN 'THE LIMITS OF ANY 
STATE WHERE SLAVERY IS NOT AL- 
LOWED BY LAW, AIDING, ABET'TING, 
i}ARBORING, CONCEALING, OR ASSIST- 
ING ANY SLAVE OR SLAVES, BELONG- 
ING ‘TO ANY CITIZEN OF THIS COMMON. 
WEALTH, ''O MAKE iis, HER, OR THEIR 
ESCAPE. FROM THEIR LAWFUL OWNER 
OR OWNERS, SUCH PERSON OR PERSONS, 
SO OFFENDING, SHALL BE DEEMED 
GUILTY OF ENTICING AWAY SUCH 
SLAVE OR SLAVES FROM THE COUNTY 
JN WHICH SUCH SLAVE OR SLAVES, OR 
EITHER OF THEM, MAY HAVERESIDED, 
UNLESS ‘THE CONTRARY BE PROVEN 
BY AT LEAST TWO CREDITABLE WIT- 
NESSES, AND SUCH PERSON OR PERSONS 
SHALL, ON CONVICTION OF ANY SUCH 
OFFENCE, BE CONFINED IN THE JAIL 
AND PENITENTIARY HOUSE OF THIS 
COMMONWEALTH, FOR A PERIOD NOT 
LESS THAN ONE YEAR NOR MORE THAN 
FIVE YEARS. 

We sct this section in capitals. It provides 
for extending the slave-laws of Kentucky over 
the people of the free States, and involves. a 
virtual usurpation of sovereignty over these 
States. We say nothing of the beautiful equi- 
ty of that part of the section which requires 
the accused to prove a negative.

The New York Sun quotes from the Syra- 
cuse Star the particulars of a horrible case of

Carey, the keeper, who is said to have flogged 
the deceesed, has been arrested and held to bail 
in the sum of $2000.

This whole sys- 
tem of flagellating men and women is abomi- 
nable—no prison keeper ought to be invested 
with such a power. Other and better modes 
can be devised by a judicious superintendent 
of enforcing discipline and good order.

Law of Ohio, 

An Act more eflectually to prevent Gambling. 

Sec. b. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Ohio, That if any person shall keep a 
room, building, arbor, booth, shed, or tenement to 
be used or occupied tor gambling, or shall, know- 
ingly, permit the same to be used or occupied for 
gambling; or if any person being the owner of any 
room, building, arbor, booth, shed, or tenement, 
shall rent the saine to be used or ovcupied for gam- 
bling, the persons so offending shall, on conviction 
thereof, be fined in any sum not less than $50, nor 
more than $500; and if any owner of any room, 
building, arbor,booth, shed or tenement shall know 
that any gaming tables,apparatus or establishment, 
is kept or used in such room, building, arbor, booth, 
shed, or tenement, for gambling, and. winning, bet$ 
ting, or gaining money, or other property, and shall 
not forthwith, cause complaint to be made against 
the person so keeping or using such room, building, 
arbor, booth, shed, or tenemenijthe shall be taken, 
held, and considered to have Baowingly permit- 
ted the same to be used and=@geupied for gam- 
bling. ; ; 

Src. 2. If any person shall keep or exhibit any 
gamiug table. establishment, device, or apparatus, 
to win or gain money, Or other property of value, 
or to ai! or assist, or permit others to do the same;

Half past two o'clock, P. M. 
At the expiration of the recess, the Delegates re- 
solved themselves intoa Whig Mass Meeting in 
the Square of the State House, and Col. James 
Collier being called for, rose amid the cheers ot the 
assembled multitude, and ina speech that met at 
every turn with the heartiest plaudits, he thanked

Atter Col. Collier, the committee appointed for 
that purpose introduced the next Governor of Uhio, 
to the meeting, and he was listened to for more 
than an-hour with that unbroken attention which 
is ever evinced when William Bebb touches upon 
the cardinal principles of the Whig and opposition 
parnes of Oho. 
At four o'clock, the Convention received the re- 
port of tne Committee on Resolutions, as present- 
ed by their Chairman, (ien. James 'T’. Worthington 
of Madison. 
The resolutions were then read by the Secretary 
and are as follows: 
Resolved, That we believe that a sound banking 
system is essential to the welfare and prosperity of 
the people, andjso believing, we are opposed to a 
repeal of the present banking law. 
Resolved, That we are opposed to an exclusive 
hard money currency; because we believe it whol- 
ly impracticable, as well as most mischievous in 
its consequences to the business and prosperity of 
the State. 
Resolved, That weare not in favor of compell- 
ing the payment of taxes, exelusively in gold and 
silver. 
Resolved, That any attempt to depreciate the 
value of the stocks of this State, er to derange the 
eee credit, can be made only by traitors to the 
nonor of the people. 

Resolved, That we are now as ever, opposed to 

the establishment of the Sub-'Treasury, let it come 
in whatever shape it may; 
We are opposed to it because we believe it to be 
a scheme inherently impracticable as a fiscal agent 
of the government; 
We are opposed to it. because it is essentially a 
government bank; an institution which above all 
financial creations, is to be the most deprecated, 
being alike hostile to the business interests and 
the pelitical liberties of the country. 

Weare opposed to it, because it will give to the 
President an alarming i::crease of executive pow- 
er, cnabling him to overshaduw the co-ordinate 
branches of the governmer nd by uniting in 
his hands, the “purse andie sword,” will clothe 
him with the prerogative of a despot. . 

We are opposed to it, because we know it to be 
intrinsically anti-commercial and anti-republican; 
anti-commercial, because it gvill establish one cur- 
rency for the people and andéthér currency for the 
office-holder; because by enabling a corrupt ad- 
ministration to concentrate.and distribute the pub- 
lic funds as its caprice or or its political purposes 
may suggest, 1t will soaffect the value of property, 
the rates of exchange, and the ordinary transac-

Monday, Feb, 24—Various resolutions from 
the States were presented in the Senate—from 
the Legislature of Pennsylvania, resolytions 
remonstrating against any change in the pres- 
ent system of postage—-resolutions from Geor- 
gia, in Opposition to the action of the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature—resolutions from the 
Legislature of Rhode Island protesting egainst 
any-change inthe Postage rates, Kc. 

Mr. Clayton submitted a resolution calling 
upon the Secretary of the Navy for informa- 
tion in relation to the maritime force of the 
several nations of Christendom. 

Mr. Bagby gave notice of his intention to 
bring in a bill to incorporate the navy of Texas 
with that ofthe United States. 

The bill providing for the payment of a debt 
due to Texas while she was a foreign State 
by the United States, was taken up in Com- 
mittee of the Whole. [One of the custom 
houses of Texas was broken up by lawless men 
from the territory of the United States, and 
plundered tothe amount of $5000. The bill 
provides for making the United States respon- 
sible for the scoundrelism of a set of frontier 
rogues, plundering in their own name, and de- 
signates $50,000 as the amount to be paid.— 
This is about the first fruit of the glorious an- 
nexation act,] 

Mr. Jarnagin of ‘Tennessee, and Mr. Evans 
of Maine, insisted that the United States ought 
not to be held responsible for the acts of indi- 
viduals—but Mr. Sevier of Arkansas, and Mr. 
Calhoun, urged the passage of the bill. 

The bill was at last amended so as to obviate 
its objectionable features, and passed. j 

In the House, four distinct propositions were 
submitted in relation to Oregon, and referred 
to the Committce of the Whole on the State of 
the Union. They do not materially vary the 
question—they only show that the House is not 
yet ready for a vote. And this is further proved 
by the fact, that a resolution moved by Mr. 
Tibbatts, on the 2d, to terminate the debate on 
the Notice question on the 9th, was laid upon 
the table. 

The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole on the Oregon question. Mr. Thomp- 
son spoke in favor of giving the Notice, and 
then the committee after a long struggle, rose, 
and the House adjourned.

The vote stood for 
recommending 22, to 22—the Vice President 
gave the casting vote in its favor, and Uncle 
Sam will be fleeced for the benefit of the new 
glory. 

The Senate passed over informally the bill 
for the augmentation of the Navy. 

House.—On the 3d, Mr. Black of South Caro- 
lina, introduced another set of resolutions in 
regard to giving notice to Great Britain; and Mr. 
Dromgoole of Virginia brought in a bill to se- 
cure the same object. Both were worded very 
cautiously and respectfully. The leaders are 
afraid they cannot get the Southern section of 
the Democracy to stand fast. 

Mr. Ashman moved a resolution calling for 
information in regard to the relations between 
Mexico and the United States, and certain 
movements of the troops of the latter. It was 


laid over. 
The House then resolved itself into Commit- 


tee of the Whole on the Oregon question. . 


Mr. Leake of Va., defended his State from the 
assaults which had been made upon her by 
members of the Democratic party, and her rep- 
regentatives from the reproach aftempted to be 
cast upon them for not carrying out one of the 
cardinal principles set forth at the Baltimore 
Convention—viz; Oregon, and nothing less than 
the whole, Hie denied that it was rightinly a 
part or the democratic creed; as at the sessjon 
of thelast Congress, after the clection of Mr, 
Polk, 82 members then voted against the notice, 
of which number seventy-nine were demecrats.- 
If, then, it had been considered a party ques- 
tion, the majority of that Congress were re- 
creant to their duty. 

“Mr. L. believed our title good to the 49th 
rallel, and better than that of England to 

. 40., but opposed giving the notice, as he 
insisted that it must inevitably lead to war. 
He appealed to gentlemen from the cotton 

‘OW és to know whether they could do 
without the market of England, as she takes 

,000 out of the 2,500,000 bales produced in 
the Southern States, in offset to the argument 
that England cannot do without our cotton. 

Mr. Strong, of New Yerk, tovk the opposite 
side of the question, and highly commmerded 
the course of the President, as egrrying out the 
pledges of the Baltimore Conyention. 

He waa followed by Mr. Sawyer, of Ohio, 
who made a humorous aad original eprecl in 
support of our right to Oregon and the whole 
coptinent, by Divine gift, as the theatre for 
the experiment of principles of liberty. Con- 
sidering Great Britain as an intruder, he dealt 
her many heavy blows, confessing that he was 
animated by an ald grudge personal to himself 
and common to his county, district, and the 
West generally, and to all the people of the 
United States, 4 . 

Mr. Bell, of Kentueky, gbtained the floor, 
and, on his motion, the committee rose. 

Mr. Callamer submitted a resolution calling 
on the President to communicate any advices 
from abroad with regard to Oregon, not incom- 
patible, &c. 

Mr. Houston, of Ala., moved to lay the reso- 
lution on the table, but the motion was reject- 
ed by a vote of 94 to 62, and the resolution was 
adopted. 

r, Holmes introduced the Memphis resolu- 
tions, and pending a motion to refer them to 
the committee on Commerce, 

The House adjourned. 

Senate, Feb.4.—Mr. Niles reported a bill to 
authorize the carrying of the Mail over certain 
post routes in ‘Texas, The time of the Senate 
was chiefly occupied with a long debate on a 
bill for the relief of Nathaniel Goddard and 
others. It then'went into Executive Session. 

House.—'The Toyse refused to suspend the 
rules to reecive the Resolutions of the Memphis 
Convention. The vote stood 72 for suspead- 
ing, 78 against. 

Mr. Tibbatts introduced a resolution to ter- 
minate debate on the Oregon resolutions on 
the 9th inst. at 2 P.M. A moticn to lay on 
the table prevailed by yeas 93 to nays 91. 

Mr. McKay, from the Committee of Ways 
and Means, reported a bill making an appropri- 
ation for the purpose of enabling the President 
to receive from the State of Texas certain pub- 
lic property; also, bill to supply deficiencies

in appropriations for certain’ objects for the 


ear 1846. Referred to the commlittce of the 
WV liole, and ordered to be printed. 

On motion the House went into committee 
of the Whole, (Mr. Tibbatts in the chair,) and 
resumed the consideration of the Oregon reso- 
lutions, Messrs, Bell, of Ky., Chase, of Tenn., 
and Jones, of Geo., addressed the committee in 
favor of giving the proposed notice. 

The resolutions were laid aside, and the bill 
taken up making an appropriation of $3000, in 
order to defray uny expenses incurred in the 
reception of certain public property from the 
State of Texas, as provided for in the terms of 
annexation. 

Mr. Milton Brown, of Tenn., in concluding a 
few brief remarks in opposition to the appro- 
priation, moved to amend by striking out $3000 
and inserting $1000. 

Mr. Yell of Ark. moved anadditional section 
to the bill, providing for the surrender of all 
the public property of Texas, the delivery of 
which to the United States has been stipulated 
for, to that State. 

This amendment, us also one offered by Mr. 
Culver of N. Y., was voted down—the bill re- 
ported to the House without amendment—the 
previous question on its passage sustained, and 
the bill passed. 

At half past 4 the House adjourned. 

Senate, Feb. 5.—After the transaction of un- 
important business, Mr. Westcott addressed 
the Senate at length in support of the bill for 
the augmentation of the Navy. It was a peace- 
measure—and, if war came, still more neces- 
sary. He deprecated war; it would not endan- 
ger our republican institutions, but create a na- 
tional debt, render necessary a paper-moncy 
system, and an odious tariff. 

’ In the House, Mr. Price moved a resolution 
to terminate the debate on the Oregon question 
the next Monday [yesterday] at 3 o’clock. 

A motion to lay the resolution on the table 
was rejected—yeas 86, nays 107; and the reso- 
lution was then passed—ycas 109, nays 87. 

A resolution to meet at 10 o’clock in the fore- 
noon of every day till the debate was over, was 
adopted. 

Mr. Cunningham of Ohio read his resolutions, 
one asserting our title to Oregon up to 54 deg. 
40 min. north, and the duty of the Government 
to maintain it, the other directing the Presi- 
dent forthwith to give notice of the termina- 
tion of the Convention within twelve months. 
The House refused to suspend the rules to -re- 
ceive them. This favor had been granted to 
all other resolutions on: the subject. 


Oregon question. He denied our title above 
49 degrees, and declared that any war under- 
taken to maintain it beyond that latitude, 
would be wickedfZand wholesale murder. He 
opposed giving notice, expressed the belief that 
correspondence had been re-opened upon the 
subject, and thought the House ought to know 
something about it’before taking any action. T'o 
a question he put to C. J. Ingersoll, Chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Affairs, that gen-

Mr. Dargan went into an argumentative 
speech on the question of title, which he very 
fully discussed, and arrived at the same con- 
clusion with Mr. Gentry, that our title was un- 
deniable as far as latitude 49 deg., and no far- 
ther. He went, however, for a qualified notice. 
as a measure pacific in its character and.con- 
sequences, ; 

Mr. Delano followed, and made a speech in 
favor of immediate notice asa peace measure; 
but contended that it should be in the form pro- 
posed by Mr. Hilliard, of Alabama, empower- 
ing the President to give it whenever, in his 
judgment, the public interest should require it. 
After Mr. D. had concluded 

Mr. Rhett obtained the floor, and the Com- 
miltce rose. 

Ohio Legislature, 

The Tax bill has been reported back from the 
Committee on Finance in the Senate, and was 
made the special order for Saturday. In the 
same body, the Committee on Schools has been 
discharged from the further consideration of 
petitions for the repeal of so much of the city 
charter of Cincinnati as authorizes the support 
of German Schools, &c. 

The bill creating the office of Attorney Gen- 
eral for the State of Ohio, allowing 34 per cent. 
to the officer filling it, on all sums collected in 
his official capacity, so that the aggregate 
amount of compensation should not exceed 
$1300, passed the House last Saturday.

The Senate on yesterday, as will be seen by ihe 
proceedings reported in this = disposed of iti 

bill to punish -seditious publications caleulited to 
excite slaves to rebellion, &c. Tt will be seen 
that the bilLanderwent material alterations, be- 
fore it passed. ‘I'he penalties inflicted by the bill, 
in regard to seditious publications, oral or print 

ed, are for such publications made to the slaves; so 
that the rights of sveech and of the press are not 
at all restricted. Attempts, whether by oral or 
printed exhortations, to excite slaves to rebellion, 
are certainly very high misdemeanors and ought 
to be punished. {[t will be see . that the vote on 
reniding the bill a third time was very large, 31 to 4 
For the benefit of those who have not kept the 
run of the proceedings, and indeed for the greater 
convenience of all, we subjoin the bill in the shape 
in whichit passed the Senate. 

The fourth section of the bill ia objectionable in 
two respects, according to our judgment, and we 
hope the House of Representatives will amend it 
We can see no propriety in making any distinction 
between offi nders ‘within the limits of any State 
where slavery is not allowed by law.” and simi- 
lar offenders in slave States; yet according to this 
section, a slave stealer from Oho would be dealt 
with not in the manner of dealing with a slave 
stealer from Tennessee or any other slave State.— 
The offence is the same and shouid be dealt with 
in the same manner, no matter by whom commit- 
ted. A Slave stealer residing in a slave State, is 
entitled to no more mercy than a slave stealer in 
a free State; indeed we doubt if he be entitled to 
so much. Atany rate, we deem it bad policy to 
make any such distinction. Besides, it is caleula- 
ted to defeat its own object; for we fear no Gov- 
ernor of a free State will ever deliver up a slave 
stealer to be tried under this law. 

The other objection to this section is that it re- 
quires offenders of the free States to prove a nega- 
ative. Weapprehend there is no court in christen- 
dom, which will not regard this as a nullity. We 
know itis urged, in defence of this provision, that 
it goes upon the principle that fugitive slaves 
found harbored, &c., with the alleged offender, is 
prime facie evidence of his guilt.” But. we deny 
that the law can make evidence of that which is 
not in itself evidence. A slave may be found on 
the premises of one cntirely ignorant of the fact 
and perfectly innocent of any intention to promote 
his escape. But this law presumes such a person 
guilty, and, instead of requiring his guilt to be 
proved, compels Aim to prove the contrary “by at 
least two creditabie witnesses!’ Such legislation 
as this, we apprehend, will not accomplish its in- 
tended object. But suppose it were right, first to 
presume anaccused citizen guilty, and then to com- 
pel him to prove the contrary, ought not one 
“CREDITABLE” wifness to acquit him? 

It would be very well to fix the venue for slave

| Dear Sir:—I have received through R. B. 
} Pallan, Fsq., one of the seeretaries of the Con- 
i vention, notice ef my nomination, as a candi- 
date for Governor of the State of Ohio at the 
ensuing election. 

L could wish that some other selection had 
been made, to fill a position of so much labor 
and so much responsibility, but I shall not de- 
cline the duty assigned to me by the Conven- 
tion in the approaching political contest. The 
general views and purposes of the Liberty Par- 
ty have beenso often presented that a repeti- 
j We be- 
lieve that al] men are born with equal natural 
rights including life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness; and that eyery legislative act re- 
strieting or abridging the rights of one class, 
held in common by other classes, is alike wick- 
ed and impolitic. American Slavery having 
usurped the government ot the United States 
and of most of the individual States, has by a 
species of jegislation hostile to liberty, sub- 
verted the great purposes of the constitution 
and directed the energies of the nation to its 
| own perpetuation and extension. 
| Liberty nen despair of securing any deci- 
isive legislative action favorable to human Jib- 
erty and happiness, yntil the influence of sla- 
very is broken; and until the Jaws shall be 
framed and administered to promote liberty 
rather than slavery. ‘To bring about such a 
change we have associated as a Liberty party. 

The evils of slavery have resulted from des- 
potic laws, and these evils can only be removed 
by legislative or political action repealing the 
despotic laws; and experience as well as reason 
teaches us that those laws cannot and will not 
be repealed by any political party acting in 
conecrt with slaveholders, or depending in any 
degree, on slavewolders or pro-slavery men for 
success. ‘he soundness of this opinion is self 
evident; although it may itut follow that all clic 


i 











of an important election, no man who values 
the Liberty movement as a great instrument- 
ality against Slavery, can fail to see that it is 
his duty to give it more than ordinary promi- 
nence in his scheme of efforts. 

The present stage of the Liberty movement 
in Ohio we regard asa crisis of commanding in- 
terest. From the year 1840, the Liberty Party 
increased annually at a fair rate until the Pres- 
idential election in 1844. But its vote in the 
October election of 1845 showed little or no in- 
crease over the Presidential vote. Now, let 
every man bear in mind, that a new political 
party must increase or decrease. Stand still, it 
cannot. You may hold men together in moral 
association, without any perceptible increase, 
by the force of high moral considerations, but 
a reform political party, which, however pure 
its principles and objects, neecssarily embraces 
many who are governed chiefly by party con- 
siderations, lives by its increase, no less than 
by the force of its principles. 

When we consider therefore, that the guber- 
natoria) canvass of 1846 is to test the efficiency 
of the Liberty movement in this State, and, ac- 
cording to its e@sults, will settle with multitudes 
the question of adhesion to it, or separation 
from it, no one will be surprised at our deter- 
mination to give far more attention to it, than 
under other circumstances we have deemed ne- 
cessary. 

On the bt of April we shall open a Depart- 
ment in our paper specially devoted to the par- 
ty movement, andentitle it “The Campaign”— 
in which will be inserted proceedings of mect- 
ings, accounts of the cause in all sections, and 
such articles as may be adapted to win over 
opponents, and give unity, and power and spirit 
to the Liberty organization.. This campaign 
period will extend from the first of April to the 
first of November, seven_months, so as to give 
due time for reporting the results of- the 
struggle. 

We propose, then, to print the Philanthropist 
for that period, for one dollar, single copy, or 
twelve vopies for the same period, for ten dol- 
lars—payable in advanec. 

By thus setting apart a distinct portion of 
our paper to the details of the party-movement, 
and devoting the rest of our paper as usual to 
the advocacy of the anti-slavery enterprise, 
generally, without reference to any particular 
association, we shall endeavor at onec to mect 
the exigencies of the crisis, and preserve thie 
Philanthropist from sinking its character in 
that of a mere party paper. 

Our Liberty friends have now an opportunity 
of seeing what they can do. 
the period specified, we have put as low as can 
be afforded, and is compatible with the inter- 
ests of the other liberty papers in the State.

A reported Revolution. —The New York Sun 


says,a revolution in Yueatan is supposed to 
have been accomplished, and that part of Mexi- 
co, formed into an independent republic, which, 
in the event of a war between the United 
States and Mexico, would become an ally of 


men belonging to the pro-slavery parties are 
yro-slavery in principle, or that their associa- 
tions haye becn formed for the purpose of per- 
petuating slavery. The tendency of their 
political influence to extend and perpetuate 
slavery results inevitably from their relation 
to the different sections of their several par- 
tics, SJaveholders, in all mattezs concerning 
slavery, forma unit, and whatever party at- 
tauchments may exist in reference to men or 
measures, all aro yielded when their “peculiar 
institution” is coneerned; so that all other 
things are sacrificed to slavery. 

Hence the injportance of separate politica] 
action on the part of those who are yesolved in 
the language of Doctor Franklin, “to go to the 
verge of their constitutional power” to undo 
the heavy burdens which the other parties un- 
der the influence of slaveholders, have imposed 
upon the people. We make no war upon any 
class of persons, nor upon any section of our 
country; the measures and principles we advo- 
cate (if adopted) would promote the happiness 
and prosperity of al! the people, while the in- 
flnence of slaveholding and pro-slavery princi- 
ples, operates injurious!y in every section just 
in proportion to the extent that they are allow- 
ed an influence. 

We, in Ohio, shal] be told that we have no 
legal right to interfere with the laws in slave- 
holding States, and therefore our efforts will be 
fruitless. If we admit that no such legal right 
exists, there remains much, very much, to do 
in the free States, and by the Congress of tlic 
United States, which must be done, if at all, 
by the votes of freemen; and it is a poor excuse 
for not doing what we can and ought to do, that 
we cannot do some other things. When we 
have done that which we have an undoubted Ie- 
gal right to do, it will he time enough to urge 
the objection that we have not the power to 
abolish slavery in the slave States. ‘That work 
will be done by Liberty men in slave States as 
soon as Liberty men in free States shall do 
their part; for we have no idea that the Liberty 
party is to be confined to the free States. It 
has commenced its work in the slave States and 
there we Jook for efficient action. It is noto- 
rious that in Ohio a system of class legislation 
has prevailed by which a small class of our 
citizens are deprived of their rights, denied 
their oaths in courts of justice, shut out of all 
public cducational advantages, requirod to givo 
certain securities before they can be legally 
employed, denied the right of trial by jury 
when claimed as slaves, and as faras legislative 
enactments can do it, degraded and turned 
away from every avenue to prosperity and com- 
fort; and this too, in Ohio, by politicians who 
ask what we have to do with slavery. Slave- 
holders and their apologists appeal to our State 
laws, and declare them more inexcusable than 
the enaetments of slaye States, ; 

In a bold enterprising despot, who exerts ab- 
solute power over willitig subjects, these are 
often redecming traits of character and conduct. 
‘!'he recklews daring of a Napoleon may find ad- 
mirers and apologists; but the despatism that 
would exhaust its utmost powers in devising 
oppressive laws against a remnant of a down- 
trodden race, and plead the inferiority of that 
race in jystification of such oppressive cnact- 
ments, may seek in the anuais of despotism in 
vain for a parallel; and if will require all the 
credulity of after generations to believe that 
two millions of free people were so much 
alarmed al the influence of twenty thousand of 
a class, declared to be greatly inferior to the 
millions, that, in self » id the millions 
passed the most stringent and oppressive laws 
avowedly to depress the few, api to protect the 
millions from the power and influence of that 
few who are said to be degraded. Surely it will 
be said, if the few are already so deficient, it 
is neither chivalric nor christian-like to add 
oppression to their other misfortines. 

It will be seen hereafter that all this wicked 
legislation is a part of the system of Slavery, 
and voters of Ohio can and will repeal these 
laws. 

The voters of the free States in common with 
those of the slave States, are also responsible 
for the laws establishing, continuing and regu- 
lating Slavery in the District of Columbia and 
the coust-wise slave trade. All the voters in 
the slave States combined cannot repeal these 
national laws which sustain Slavery and the 
slave trade. This trade is the standing dis- 
grace of the nation, not only on account of the 
inherent evils of the system, but also for the 
extreme and probably unparalleled crueltics at- 
tending the trafic, within sight of the national 
capita] and under our national laws; and what- 
eyer absurdity despots may contend for, they 
will hardly assert that Congress cannot repeal 
the laws it has once passed. 

The Liberty party stands pledged to use all 
lawful means for securing the repeal of those

pro-slavery and despotic Jaws, and procuring 








the enactment of such other laws as_ will re- 
move from Ohio all vestiges of oppression, and 
from the General Government all participation 
i, or connection with slavery; and this will be 
done whenever the friends of liberty shall sue- 
ceed in reforming the executive, legislative, 
and judicial departments of oar State and Na- 
tional governments; but it must be recollected 
that .reforination seldom if ever begins with 
ralers—it must be brought about by the votes 
of free men, 

There are various other topics which have, 
at different times, been made party questions 
with other parties, on which members of the 
same party, residing in different States, held 
different opinions: and it is probable that dif- 
ferent views on some of these questions exist, 
to some extent, inthe Liberty party; but we 
are generally agreed that whenever the disturb-. 
ing influence of Slavery is removed, and the 
government administered for the benefit of the 
people and the encouragement of the free la- 
borer, that there will be no difficulty in har- 
monizing the shades of different interests of 
free men, so that all will be protected and en- 
couraged equally. 

The enrreney question may be easily settled 
when party influence is removed from its con- 
sideration. All our fellow citizens demand 
a sound and safe currency, and since experi- 
ence has demonstrated that a mixed circula- 
tion of coin, and paper convertible into coin 
on demand, is best adapted to the exigencies of 
modern communities, the great object should 
be to prevent all monopoly of the banking 
privilege, (if it be a privilege,) and at the same 
time render the bill-holder perfectly safe by re- 
quiring full security for the notes issued, and 
subjecting all persons engaged in banking to a 
rigid supervision, 

The tariff question has entered largely into 
State polities, though, as a national question, 
neither of the two opposing partics is united 
for or against a high tariff. The true policy, 
on this subject, will be, to reduce the expenses 
of the government to the most economical 
standard, and collect a sufficient revenue to 
support it by duties on importations, and where 
discriminations are made, let them be in favor 
of the free laborer; avoiding the present plan 
which leaves an enormous duty on sugar, « 
common necessary of life, expressly to sustain 
Slavery. oe cs 

By a strange inconsistency, the question of 
limiting our national territory is discussed; and 
while we are weleoming the men of all nations 
to participate in our privibeges, it is contended 
that our laws and institutions must be fixed by 
geographical limits; and some men are found 
prepared to give up a territory bordering some 
two hundred and fifty miles on the Pacific 
ocean rather than aJlow one or two free States 
to be added to the northwestern part of the 
Union. Asa Liberty man] have ever opposed 
the admission of territorics or states wiih 
Slavery, but, where our free institutions can be 
extended, there can be no objection. It will 
net be the extent of our territory or the in- 
crease of freemen that will endanger our gov- 
ernment, but the attempt to administer our 
government professedly for the protection of 
freemen but in reality for the extension and 
perpetuation of Slavery. 

There is one question of Sjate poligy of syf- 
ficient importance to be kept prominently be- 
fore us; that is the education of all the people. 
It isin vain our youth are fold that they are 
equally entitled to the advantages and honors 
of our free institutions if they are deprived of the 
education, filting them to discharge the duties 
of the places to which they are eligible. Let 
us insist that the State shall furnish to each and 
all of higr ehillrey, education syfiisient ti dis- 
charge the duties of any position that they may 
be called upon to fill. Nothing less than this 
should satisfy a people who boast of freedom 
and equality. 

There are sundry other matters important to 
consider, but which cannot be discussed in this 
communication without making it too long.— 
Liberty men will of course allow shades of dif- 


take the matter into their own hands. Old 
party lines will be blotted out. The question 
of Slavery or Freedom will be acknowledged as 
the paramount question. And when the undi- 
vided host of Freedom, meet in political con- 
flict, the partizansof Slavery, the issue will not 
long be doubtful. ‘ 

Let us once purge our own State, and our 
National Government, from slavery; and slave- 
holders themselves being judges, their despo- 
tism cannot continue in the other States, 0 hen 
the political support of the national govern- 
ment is withdrawn, and the moral power of the 
Union exerted in favor of Likerty. Liberty vo- 
ters of 1846 will live to see the last foot print of 
awlave blotted from the nation, and when «ur 
young associates are grown old, their present 
action with the Liberty party, will be a crown 
of rejoicing to them. 

Whether my health will sustain the labors of 
the year, God only knows; but whatever of 
, strength T have, shall be cheerfully expended; 
and with the co-operation of the freemen of 
Ohio, we must not doubt the ultimate triamph 
of Liberty. 

When we shall havea system securing edu- 
cation to every youth in the State, and all des- 
potic laws repealed, all class legislation repudia- 
ted, and the equal rights of all secured, we may 
hope to see our beloved State filled with an 
educated, a pious anda happy people.

But while we avo so circumstanced | 
that our first and greatest efforts are now- made | 
against Slavery asa legalized system of wrongs, | 
we must as steadily oppase every other system 
of oppression and unequal or partial legislation. 
We labor not mercly for the liberty of three 
millions, but for the rights of twenty millions; 
knowing that where the State allows the rights 
of its humblest member to be outraged, (here 
is but poor security tor any, ‘the principle of 
exact justice being stricken down in the per- 
son of the weak, the way is prepared for ex- 
tending the work of despotism over others 
whenever they can be made victims with safe- 
ty to the oppressers, 

And now, as we approach the Liberty cam- 
paign for 1846, is any Liberty man appalled at 
the mighty work before ys? If we hesitate to 
advanee, it may be well to contemplate the ad- 
vantage of a retreat. The action or promise of 
action by cither of the epposing parties, leaves 
not the elichtert hope im furus vl Justice or hu- 
manity., ‘They nay change from, one to the 
other without danger ; but as for us, there is no 
middle course ; the gulf between us and them 
is as Wide as that between justice and oppres- 
sion, or between liberty and slavery. ‘To go 
forward, we shall “conquer though we (lic ;” 
to go back—-to give up our Liberty movement, 
were to blot out the only star of hope that con- 
tinues to shine in the political sky. It might 
restore peace between the slaveholder and non- 
slavechoider, but it would be such a peace as 
reigns in the midst of moral desolation, in the 
gloom of political death. 

Our first work is To Do ouR Duty, and by 
the grace of God we can be successful thus far. 
If others still vote to continue slavery, because 
only a minority will at present, vote for its 
abolition, be it our glory to have our votes, 
many or few, recorded now on earth, and in 
heaven, in favor of human liberty and equal 
justice. Our strength 1s in our principles, 
these are founded in justice, and commend 
themselves to the consciences ofall men. A\l- 
ready, many thousand who were our opponents, 
have been roused, and now co-operate with us ; 
the very alarm of oyr enemies indicates our 
progress, and should encourage us. And now 
that our opponents have done all that could be 
done, to shut out the truth from the “people, 
and haye pushed misrepresentations eyen to 
the circulation of false statements and forged 
documents, some of them, as a last resort, are 
seeking to coneiliate Liberty men by a bare 
admission of some just principles in theory, 
while they refuse to act against slavery in any 
form, as a party, 

Liberty men of Ghio! your sentiments and 
your action will agree, You will not compro- 
mise the personal rights of three millions of 
human beings, and the happiness of our entire 
nation, by yielding the true Liberty ground, 
You will carry out your resolutions, often ex- 
pressed, to keep yonr banner flying, until our 
great work be accomplished. Tariffs may be 
subjects of compromigg, but our pringiples, 
never—ag, never, + 

It will not avail our adversaries to repeal the 
testimony law, if others equally obnoxious re- 
main in force; it must not avail fora few men 
of either party in Congress to declare their op 
position to slavery, while a Democratie House 
of Representatives and a Whig Senate unite, 
to admit Texas with glpvery—and to admit 
Florida with ‘slavery, if possible, still more out- 
raging equal rights and constitutional law; it 
cannot avail that small sections of the opposite 
parties denounce slavery, so long as their con- 
trolting intluenceis directed.to the perpetuation 
of this enormous evil. 

And since neither of those parties as now or- 

anized, cah. succeed, unless aided by slave- 
nolders, and their action is chiefly directed to 
secure majorities, right or wrong, we are driv- 
ey either to giye up our principles, or carry 
forward our own political organization. 
And to maintain our principles, we must ad- 
vance. Slavery, like all despotism, is aggres- 
sive ; it never joges @ chance io extend its pow- 
er, {vet us in this, take a lesson from our oppo- 
nents, and make an effort to rescue our country, 
by every means in our ‘power, watching 
with vigilance for opportunities ‘to extend 
Liberty principles and action. 

Our cause is just; it is the cause of humani- 
ty; our principles and policy are sound; we 
may every where challenge investigation. 
Washington, Jefferaon, Madison, Franklin, and 
ahost of such names have led the way. [Heaven 
has provided the ballot box for a peacefal re- 
dress of all our country’s wrongs, and left the 
responsibility with the voters of the nation. 
Mey shall be as frce us your votes deerec; a 
wronged and insulted people demand justice at 
your hands; they ask no favors, byt aimple jus- 
tice; thoysands, who are being bought and sold 
under your laws, lift their manacled hands, and 
as they are driven forth from theiy hames and 
families, point to the har of God, and while 
their chains clayk, bid you mect them there; 
the crios of millions of enslaved mothers and 
children, ascend to heaven, and plead for our, 
success; slave prisons and slave auctions, ¢s- 
tablished by national laws in our national Gapi- 
tal, repyoach us for too much delay in our Liber. 
ty movement; the promises of God assure suc- 
cess ina cause so good; postcrity waits to re- 
cord the results of our labors; the good of all 
nations join us with their prayers; while the 
tears, the fetters, the chains and curses of three 
millions of human beings hang upon the con- 
sciences of our enemies, and hold them back 
from effective opposition. 

Seventy thousand American Freemen have 
already recorded their votes for Liberty, and 
with every vote there went up a fervent prayer 
to Almighty God for success to the Liberty 
cause. ‘This number of voters should te more 
than doubled in 1846; and then we need care 
but little which of our opponents may have the

At length the head of 
the procession entered the room, consisting o! 
Mid. Hamilton, supported on each side by a 
member of the committee, followed by a train 
of gentlemen, having the captured flag. 

Young Hamilton, seeing his parents waiting
